CLANDESTINE PROFILE 

by George Zeller

Steve Anderson, who still holds the United States record for longest period of domestic 
clandestine radio broadcasting, is somebody who just can't fade away from The ACE, His 
United Patriot Radio operation on a daily basis for months on 6900 kHz still is 
astonishing. Nobody has ever accomplished anything even close to the record of 
unlicensed broadcasting that Steve attained. Normally we would not mention names of 
station operators in this column, but Steve's broadcasts continually mentioned his own 
name and home address in Kentucky. So, Anderson's accomplishments were all done 
right out in the open, unlike virtually all other pirate and pure clandestine shortwave 
broadcasting stations. 

As nearly all ACE members know by now, all of this came to an abrupt end on October 
14, 2001. Steve was involved In a shooting incident with a Bell County, Kentucky deputy 
sheriff after being pulled over for a minor traffic offense. Although there were no 
fatalities, Anderson damaged a police car with numerous shots. He fled the scene, and 
has still not been apprehended by the late January 2002 deadline for this column. 

ACE member Tom Sevan sends in the latest news on this highly unusual situation. The 
January 19 edition of the Somerset, Kentucky Commonwealth Journal noted that the 
federal Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco, and Firearms announced on January IS that they 
had increased the reward for information leading to the arrest of Steve Anderson from 
$5,000 to $20,000. 

The Commonwealth Journal quoted resident agent in charge Carl Vasilko of the ATF. 

lead to his arrest." The newspaper also quoted Bell County (Kentucky) Deputy Sheriff 
John 1 loskins. w ho said that Anderson, "tried to saw a cruiser in half with rifle fire into 
Deputy Scott Elder's vehicle. Hoskins also said that 25 bullet holes were found in the 
police car. He further noted that Kentucky police authorities recovered Anderson's 
"camouflaged 1990 Chevrolet pickup track" only four hours after the 2:00 am shooting 
incident. 

The newspaper account said that a search of Anderson's car found "a large amount of 
ammunition and several pipe bombs." A later search of Anderson's Elrod-Martin Road 
residence in Pulaski County, Kentucky, the same address that he read repeatedly over the 
air on United Patriot Radio, led to the filing of federal explosives charges in U.S.. District 
Court in London, Kentucky.

residents had indicated to the ATF that they would not call in with information for a puny 
reward of only $5,000. He also said that the Kentucky and middle Tennessee areas were 
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being saturated with news of the increased reward. York claimed that information about 
Anderson would be treated anonymously, and that the reward would also be paid on an 
anonymous basis without publicity for the person collecting the money. 

York further said in the Commonwealth Journal that, "It's a very active case. We consider 
him a pretty bad character." He said that Anderson is considered armed and dangerous, 
and is wanted on Kentucky charges of attempted murder as well as federal charges of 
illegal possession of a firearm, including destructive devices such as pipe bombs. 

No loggings of United Patriot Radio have provided any clues since October 14, since the 
clandestine station appears to have permanently left the air. 



AFGHANISTAN CI.ANDE STINES 

Although the intensity of combat in Afghanistan has diminished somewhat, there is still 
plenty of claiidvsline'radio activity that operates in association with the war.
